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FIFTY-SEVENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Committee  gratefully  reports  that  the  activities  of 
the  Hospital  have  been  pursued  in  their  full  vigour  through¬ 
out  a  year  that  has  been  charged  with  much  anxiety.  There 
has  been  pending  the  National  Health  Service  Bill,  but  this 
has  not  prevented  that  voluntary  support  upon  which  the 
Hospital  relies  for  its  existence  being  afforded  to  it  in  most 
generous  measure. 

At  the  moment  of  publication  the  Bill  is  before  Parlia¬ 
ment  and  its  principal  provisions  are  generally  known.  It 
will  readily  be  realised  that  they  are  of  far-reaching  effect, 
so  far  as,  inter  alia ,  the  voluntary  hospitals  are  concerned, 
and  it  is  sufficient  to  say  that  the  Committee  is  continuing  in 
intensified  form,  and  in  conjunction  with  the  representative 
bodies  of  the  voluntary  system  generally,  the  efforts  to  secure 
as  far  as  possible  the  cardinal  principles  upon  which  that 
system  is  based. 

General  Committee. — The  following  members  retire  by 
rotation  and  are  eligible  for  re-election: — Dr.  W.  G.  Harnett, 
the  Rev.  S.  Roberts,  and  Mr.  D.  C.  C.  Roberts. 

The  Late  Mr.  J.  W.  Pearson  and  Mrs.  Geoffrey  Marchand. 

It  is  with  great  regret  that  the  Committee  records  the  death 
of  these  two  faithful  friends  of  the  Hospital.  Mr.  J.  W. 
Pearson  was  a  member  of  the  General  Committee  for  over 
twenty  years,  and  was  always  ready  to  give  his  help  and 
valued  advice,  and  especially  in  that  direction  in  which  his 
practical  knowledge  was  of  the  greatest  service.  Mrs. 
Geoffrey  Marchand  was  a  member  of  the  House  Committee, 
the  organiser  of  the  New  Barnet  Guild  collection,  and  always 
took  a  deep  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Committee  takes  this  opportunity  of  expressing 
sincere  sympathy  with  Mrs.  J.  V/.  Pearson  and  with  Mr. 
Geoffrey  Marchand,  and  of  gratefully  acknowledging  the 
gifts  received  owing  to  their  requests  that  the  Hospital 
should  benefit  instead  of  flowers  being  sent  to  the  funerals. 

Appointments. — The  Committee  reports  with  pleasure 
that  Mr.  W.  Archibald  Boyes  has  consented  to  become 
Honorary  Solicitor  to  the  Hospital. 

Ladies’  Linen  League. — The  League  continues  to  do  its 
splendid  work.  The  collection  increased  this  year  by  £8 
to  £130  2s.  6d.  The  show  wras  held  on  October  11th,  in  the 
Hospital,  and  linen  to  the  value  of  £120  was  handed  over  to 
the  Matron.  We  thank  the  members  of  the  League  most 
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warmly,  not  only  for  the  new  linen  which  they  give  each  year, 
but  also  for  holding  the  mending  parties  week  by  week. 

Patients’  League. — The  funds  contributed  to  this  League 
since  the  Matron  became  its  Hon.  Secretary  have  now 
reached  a  grand  total  of  £1,000.  Sincere  thanks  and  con¬ 
gratulations  are  offered  to  the  Matron  for  this  sustained 
effort,  and  to  all  the  patients  who  have  thus  shown  their 
practical  appreciation  of  the  services  of  the  Hospital.

MEDICAL  REFORT 

Twenty-first  Year  of  the  Hospital  in  Wood  Street 

With  the  cessation  of  hostilities,  the  lifting  of  the  black-out, 
and  the  removal  of  blast  walls,  the  work  of  the  Hospital  is  now 
carried  on  in  an  atmosphere  of  greater  serenity  and  of  more 
personal  comfort. 

Every  effort  is  being  made  to  replace  worn-out  equipment  and 
to  maintain  the  Hospital  at  the  highest  level  of  efficiency. 

The  number  of  admissions  was  911,  as  against  677  in  the  pre¬ 
ceding  year.  Out-patient  attendances  were  7,644,  including  508 
X-ray  examinations,  1,389  ultra-violet-light  treatments,  and  2,779 
massage  and  electrical  treatments. 

The  Army,  in  releasing  Mr.  Muir,  a  Surgeon,  and  Dr.  Crowley, 
an  Anaesthetist,  has  greatly  strengthened  our  surgical  side.  We 
also  welcome  back  Drs.  Lavender  and  Nunn,  on  demobilisation  from 
the  Navy. 

To  Matron  and  her  staff  we  express  our  gratitude  and  appre¬ 
ciation  for  the  care  and  attention  to  the  patients,  and  our 
admiration  for  the  able  manner  in  which  the  many  difficulties  and 
shortages,  inseparable  from  Hospital  administration  in  these  difficult 
days,  have  been  overcome. 

To  Mr.  Puzey  we  tender  our  cordial  thanks  for  the  efficiency 
and  never-failing  courtesy  with  which  he  carries  out  the  exacting 
work  of  the  physiotherapy  department.
